
Town clerk tells council 
there's too much to do' 


LYME Regis councillors have been told to 
think “long and hard” about their decisions, 
after the town clerk reported that office 
staff were struggling to keep up with their 
workload. 

Town clerk John Wright told councillors that their 
decisions can have a “significant” effect in the coun¬ 
cil office, and that constantly focusing on the negative 
was affecting staff morale. 

The problems were raised when Councillor Stephen 
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Miller put forward a discussion paper entitled “How 
do we work together?” at last week’s Strategy & Fi¬ 
nance Committee meeting. 

Councillor Miller suggested ways in which mem¬ 
bers could better work with officers, commenting: 
“We have got a lot of projects that we would like to 
get delivered and one of the reasons for producing this 
paper is that we have missed delivering projects this 
year. 

“If we were sharper, if members of relevant com¬ 
mittees were actioned or volunteered to stay close to 
these matters, in conjunction with the committee and 
officers, it may be that we don’t get to the situation 
where we miss items or don’t consider them.” 

Councillor Brian Larcombe suggested flagging up 
target dates for matters to be completed by on council 
papers, rather than keeping things “open-ended”. 
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The Mayor, Councillor 
Owen Lovell, said: “I’ve 
heard it all before. I can 
give you three examples 
in this administration 
when we’ve asked for 
things to be done and, to 
be quite candid, it hasn’t 
happened. It doesn’t hap¬ 
pen until the last minute 
and that would be my crit¬ 
icism. 

“On a couple of occa¬ 
sions I have asked with 
very early notice for 
things to happen and they 
happen three or six 
months later.” 

Councillor Lovell used the planned replacement of 
the seafront railings as an example, saying that this 
had been raised at the start of the council administra¬ 
tion’s term but was still not moving forward. 

“Once we set the budget and we’ve decided to 
spend, people in the office should chase these things,” 
he added. 

“We shouldn’t have to flag it up to anyone once 
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we’ve made the decision, it should be processed. 

“There’s a lot of people in there [the office] now 
and there needs to be a more direct line. We make a 
decision to do something, that’s the end of it as far as 
I’m concerned as a councillor, once we’ve committed 
the money. We don’t just need red flags, we need 
more direct and prompt action.” 

Councillor Jeff Scowen defended the council staff,

A LYME Regis councillor has accused 
the town clerk of treating him unfairly 
and “not wanting to speak to him”. 

Veteran councillor Stan Williams made the accu¬ 
sations at last week’s Strategy & Finance Commit¬ 
tee meeting when discussing the process for setting 
council agendas. 

Councillor Williams, chairman of the Town Man¬ 
agement Committee, has previously complained 
that the town clerk would not allow items he 
wanted to raise at his committee on the agenda, 
and argued it should be up to the chairman of a 
committee to decide what they wanted to discuss. 

Town clerk John Wright took advice on the mat¬ 
ter from the National Association of Local Coun¬ 
cils. The advice said that there was no legislation 
on who was responsible for setting agendas, so the 
council should rely on its own standing orders, 
which state that the decision on what goes on an 
agenda “ultimately rests with the proper officer”. 

Councillor Stan Williams argued: “I’m still not 
happy with this. I think there’s room for manoeu¬ 
vre. For a chairman or vice-chairman to be ex¬ 
cluded from any part of making the agenda is 
totally wrong in my opinion. 

“All I ask is that we get fair treatment and I know 
what goes on the agenda and I get some discussion 
with the town clerk before he makes up the 
agenda. We’re not getting that. It’s quite, quite 
wrong in my opinion and certainly has never hap¬ 
pened in my 40-odd years on the council.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis, chairman of Strategy 
& Finance, said: “I have to disagree. I have never 
had the town clerk say to me that something could¬ 
n’t go on the agenda that I’ve asked for. He’s al¬ 
ways come to me and gone through what’s on the 
agenda and asked me if that’s OK.” 

Councillor Williams replied: “You don’t under- 
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stand, I’m not in that position, I’m not allowed to 
do that. This is not the way to run a council. You 
can do it, I know, but I haven’t been able to do 
that.” 

The town clerk explained that in planning agen¬ 
das an officer would meet with the committee 
chairman and this should take place at least 10 days 
before the meeting. 

“We start compiling stuff, writing reports and an¬ 
ticipating what goes on the agenda because we 
have to, but we have a meeting, and those meetings 
are available to all chairmen to take up 10 days be¬ 
fore the meeting,” he added. 

“We have a cut off a week before the meeting be¬ 
cause agendas have to be sent out and, even then, 
if a member comes to us and we can still get some¬ 
thing on the agenda, we will try to do it, but there’s 
sometimes when we get things at the last minute 
when I have to say we haven’t got time. 

“If a councillor feels they’re not being dealt with 
properly and are being excluded, then they really 
need to have a discussion with the mayor who will 
come and see me about it, but there’s only one 
chairman complaining about this.” 

Councillor Williams interjected: “Yes, interesting 
that.” 

The town clerk continued: “I have, on times, said 
that things will not go on an agenda when the issue 
has already been dealt with very recently by the 
council, or the issue is brought to me at the 
eleventh hour, but in other circumstances I will 
produce it.” 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, chairman of 
Tourism, Community & Publicity, said: “I’ve 


that and I’ve never had a problem.” 

Councillor Williams argued: “You’re digging a 
hole. It’s very interesting that every other chair¬ 
man says the town clerk is happy to speak to them. 
He’s not happy to speak to me. Isn’t that strange?” 

The clerk replied: “That’s an incredibly strong 
accusation. Councillor Williams spends a lot of 
time in my office so to say that I would refuse to 
speak to him, I will speak to any councillor. 

“No other members are complaining about this.”

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Council will apply again for 
Sidmouth Road park and ride 


LYME Regis Town Council is to re-apply for per¬ 
mission for continued use of the park and ride 
site in Sidmouth Road, after its original appli¬ 
cation was turned down by East Devon District 
Council. 

East Devon District Council refused the plan¬ 
ning application to continue using the site for 
another three years, saying it did not provide all 
the necessary information and continued use of 
the site as a park and ride would harm the Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

The district council had warned the town 
council in 2014 that further temporary consents 
were unlikely to be supported, and that any fu¬ 
ture application should include an evidence- 
based strategy for car parking in Lyme Regis, 
which was not submitted. 

It was expected that the town council would 
appeal against the decision, but councillors last 
week agreed they would prefer to submit a new 
application, requesting to use the site perma¬ 
nently and including a detailed traffic manage¬ 
ment plan. 

Councillor Daryl Turner criticised the council's 
original application, saying it had been made 
very clear that a temporary application would 
not be accepted and that a parking strategy was 
required. 

"The design and access statement was two 
pages which I could have knocked up in 10 min¬ 
utes," he added. 

Councillor Derek Hallett described the appli¬ 
cation as "appalling". 

Town clerk John Wright said that he acknowl¬ 


edged that "we got some of the application 
wrong". 

♦ THE town council has agreed to underwrite a 
display by the Red Arrows in Lyme Regis next 
year up to £15,000. 

Historically, the Red Arrows have appeared in 
Lyme Regis free of charge for Lifeboat Week but 
last year it was announced that the RAF's aero¬ 
batic team would have to start charging a fee of 
about £11,000 for their performance. 

Organisers of Lifeboat Week felt they were un¬ 
able to commit their charity funds to meet this 
cost, and their scheduled dates clashed with the 
Red Arrows pilots'annual period of leave. 

The View From Lyme Regis launched a 
fundraising campaign to ensure to Arrows'40- 
year relationship with the town continued, re¬ 
sulting in another spectacular display in July. 

A profit of £1,198 was made from fundraising, 
which will go towards a display next year. A fur¬ 
ther £7,000 has been pledged from a local busi¬ 
ness and the Red Arrows 100 Club - in which 
100 members donate £100 - is expected to raise 
£3,000. 

The town council agreed to underwrite the 
event up to £15,000 and last week unanimously 
agreed to do the same again next year, if the ap¬ 
plication to bring them to Lyme Regis is success¬ 
ful. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds said the Arrows 
were "a great example of how the council can 
work with the community at no cost to the com¬ 
munity".

Who caused the parking 
wars at Monmouth beach?

LYME Regis Town Council has "created a war" over parking arrange¬ 
ments at Monmouth Beach, according to one member. 

Town councillor Stan Williams blamed the town clerk for causing 
a row over parking arrangements between Monmouth Beach 
chalet and day hut owners, but other members argued it was ac¬ 
tually the decision of the council that had caused the issue. 

Historically, car parking on Monmouth Beach was restricted to 
day hut and chalet owners between March and November, with 
day hut owners charged £85 for parking and chalet owners not hav¬ 
ing to pay. 

After landslides destroyed and damaged several chalets in 2013, 
permission was granted for 11 new chalets to be built on the beach 
closer to the foreshore. In January 2015, the former council admin¬ 
istration agreed that each of these chalets should be issued with a 
parking permit for £350 a year, and the day huts would be offered 
a permit also for £350 a year if provision was available. 

In a report brought to the council's Strategy & Finance Committee 
last week, town clerk John Wright said this agreement had "ad¬ 
versely affected" parking arrangements for day hut owners. 

Parking on the beach is now restricted to the 11 new chalet own¬ 
ers and day hut owners have been allowed 30 minutes parking to 
drop-off and pick-up at no charge. It is thought that provision for 
up to six more spaces could be made on the beach. 

Speaking in the public forum last week, chalet owner Jane Whit¬ 
tington said: "It's going to be a difficult dilemma to sort out. The 
11 chalet owners have had a lot of nasty back-biting from the day 
hut owners through no fault of our own, and they have been neigh¬ 
bours of ours for the last 30 to 50 years and it's quite upsetting to 
have this situation causing so much discomfort amongst us all. 

"The 11 chalet owners are very aware of what is happening and 
they will be very willing to discuss various options in order to help 
or ease the situation. We are all very willing to discuss, share, do 
anything we can to keep our friendship with the day hut owners." 

Councillor Williams said he believed there was"ample space" for 
everyone who wanted to park, adding: "It's always worked in the 
past, they never fell out, they were all friends. No you've created a 
war, the town clerk wrote to the day hut owners saying they 
couldn't use it, only the chalet owners could use it. This has imme¬ 
diately caused a row." 

Committee chairman Councillor Michaela Ellis pointred out: "That 
was a recommendation of this council; that we would provide park¬ 
ing for the 11 and then look at whether there was enough space 
behind those chalets to provide parking for everyone else. 

"That came from the old council administration, so the town clerk 
is only complying with the recommendation that has gone through 
this council. He's doing his job." 

Councillor Williams replied: "He's stopping the day hut owners 
from parking." 

Councillor Ellis: "No, he's not. We are, as a council." Councillor 
Williams: "No, we didn't say they couldn't do it." Councillor Cheryl 


Reynolds then interrupted, which led Councillor Williams to object: 
"Are you going to do something about this chairman? I'm getting 
this in my ear all the time." 

Councillor Ellis continued: "We made a recommendation that 
there would be spaces for the 11 chalets and we would then look 
at parking for the day hut owners. Unfortunately, the chalet owners 
have taken far too long, in my mind, to get those sites sorted, and 
we should have made sure there was a date and it was stuck to, 
and now we're in the situation that the day hut owners have not 
had parking down there during the summer because we have not 
been able to sort it. 

Councillor Williams replied: :There's enough room for everyone. 
I tried to do an experiment but the town clerk stopped the day hut 
people from going down there. There's plenty of room for all the 
cars and I would like to try that as an experiment, so everyone can 
be equal and be friends down there, because you've set a war be¬ 
tween them both at the moment." 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, commented: "The council 
has." 

Town clerk John Wright said he did not believe there was enough 
parking for everyone on Monmouth Beach. 

Councillor Williams: "Well, can we have a try?" 

Mr Wright continued: "We've been down, we've looked at it, 
we've seen the cars in situ and we don't believe there's enough 
parking for everybody." 

However, he added that if "everybody did work together" he 
thought the situation could work. He said there was a total of 17 
spaces and 26 units on the beach, but there were "very few occa¬ 
sions when everybody would be there together". 

Councillor Ellis suggested holding a meeting with the town clerk, 
two councillors and beach hut and chalet owners to discuss further. 

Councillor Williams: "I just ask that we look at this sensibly and 
we do a few experiments with it. They all worked together before 
and they could all work together again." 

Councillor Derek Hallett requested that if there was a meeting, 
it was attended by "fair and reasonable councillors". Councillor Ellis 
replied: "I take offence to that, we all are fair and reasonable." 

"Some aren't in my mind," said Councillor Hallett. 

Referring to a planning meeting held the previous week in which 
Councillor Ellis walked out as she thought she was being disre¬ 
spected, Councillor Hallett added: "You can always get up and run 
out." 

Councillo Reynolds commented: "Oh, that was nasty." 

Councillor Ellis: "I'm going to ignore that comment, Councillor 
Hallett." Councillor Hallett: "I'm sure you will." 

It was then agreed to hold a meeting with chalet and day hut 
owners, and to maintain the current parking arrangements until 
November 7th. 

It was also agreed that chalet and day hut owners each be issued 
with two fobs for the gate to Monmouth Beach, and that the gate 
would be left open to allow public access to the beach from early 
November to the end of February.

commenting: “We are too meddling with the officers. 
They’re professionals, we’ve selected them and 
should let them get on with their jobs.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner said a “simple” works pro¬ 
gramme with target dates would help resolve issues. 

He added: “Do less but do it better. The 24-item 
agenda tonight is a classic example of what we’re 
doing wrong. We’re doing too much and trying to do 
it in one hit. Do it properly.” 

Town clerk John Wright said that members should 
“appreciate the consequences of events”, using the re¬ 
cent debate over the Marine Theatre’s advertising ro¬ 
tunda as an example. 

Councillors initially agreed to remove the rotunda 
from its existing site at Cobb Gate, saying it was caus¬ 
ing an obstruction, but after public outcry six mem¬ 
bers signed a rescinding motion to stop the removal 
at the last minute. The matter is now to be discussed 
again later this month. 

Commenting on this, the 
town clerk continued: “The ef¬ 
fect of something like that on 
the work of the office is actu¬ 
ally quite significant. Some¬ 
times things happen and things 
overtake us. 

“Please don’t forget the im¬ 
pact of events; the rotunda put 
us into a position where not a 
lot of work - and that’s both Mark (deputy town 
clerk) and I - got done over the summer holidays, it 
took a load of time.” 

Mr Wright added that the council had set specific 
objectives to be completed over the coming years, 
with about 30 items currently in the pipeline, but he 
said a lot of council discussion was about other mat¬ 
ters. 

“We are doing this in response to what you want but 
some of these things do take a long time. 

“Does any member here have any idea of how many 
working group meetings we’re trying to schedule in? 
Fourteen, fourteen things which members have said 
‘we would like a working party on this’. 

“You have to think long and hard about what you’re 
deciding. It’s dead easy to come up with something 
and throw it on to the list; the reality is we’re strug¬ 
gling. There’s too much to do, there’s too many things 
that are coming from council members. 

“Collectively we need to think about what we ratio¬ 
nalise and how we do business. We need to look at 
the best way of working because I genuinely believe 
we can do it, but we’re not working at the most opti¬ 


mum level at this time.” 

Councillor Scowen added: “We’re complicating 
things generally instead on simplifying things. I don’t 
think it’s fair to blame the officers and staff for not 
flagging things up, because we could go in as mem¬ 
bers or call or email and say ‘how’s this getting on?’ 

“We can’t just agree to do something and expect 
them to do it the next day, it just doesn’t work like 
that. We’re giving them more and more work and 
more and more problems, and we should be going the 
other way, being more efficient.” 

Councillor Richard Doney commented: “We’re con¬ 
stantly hearing about things not being done and it’s 
clear to me that something needs to be done about it. 
We can’t go on like this because I don’t want to get 
to the end of my four years in office and there’s a 
whole list of things we’ve told the town we’re going 
to do and we’ve failed to do them for one reason or 
another. We have to address the problem.” 

He added that each com¬ 
mittee should be responsible 
and see through its own 
works programme, led by the 
chairmen. 

“When we pass a resolu¬ 
tion we say to the officers 
‘can you do this?’ We don’t 
seem to take any sense, make 
any judgment, about what 
that additional workload 
means. I would much prefer to see the officers being 
more robust and saying, ‘we cannot take this on un¬ 
less you let something else go’.” 

Commenting on the town clerk’s reference to work¬ 
ing groups, Councillor Lovell said: “When I joined 
the council working groups were almost unheard of. 
We went down the route of working groups to try and 
educate all members equally with those who have 
been around a longer time, but if they’re causing a 
problem my suggestion is that they go. 

“Do you need a working group to discuss it? I feel 
working groups is one of the major obstacles for us 
getting on with routine council work.” 

Councillor Scowen said: “We give the officers too 
much work and we chase them for not doing it on 
time. It’s down to us to filter out what we give them, 
and if we want to give them the load that we currently 
do, they need more staff. 

“We’re giving them too much to do and then when 
something comes along out of the blue, like the ro¬ 
tunda, the town clerk has to come in on his holiday. I 
think we’re being unfair and it’s down to us as mem¬ 
bers to really sharpen it up and not give them so much

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work. We can’t have our cake and eat it.” 

Councillor Lovell said: “The rotunda has given the 
town clerk a lot of grief because it went through, quite 
heavily supported to be removed, and one or two peo¬ 
ple have persisted, which is their right, but that has 
created a lot of work in the office. Look at your ac¬ 
tions and the consequences.” 

Later in the meeting, Councillor Scowen - who 
originally voted in favour of removing the rotunda 
but later campaigned to see the decision reversed - 
attempted to respond to Councillor Lovell’s com¬ 
ments but was stopped by committee chairman, 
Councillor Michaela Ellis, who said she did not want 
to discuss specific issues. 

Councillor Scowen replied: “How come Councillor 
Lovell mentioned it and was able to make a comment 
that was really directed to me?” 

Councillor Ellis: “Let’s do anyway with that now, 
we have a full agenda here.” 

Councillor Scowen argued that he had a “right to 
reply” but was not given a chance to comment fur¬ 
ther. 

Spare part 

Returning to the issue of working groups, Council¬ 
lor Sean Larcombe said that not all members had the 
time to attend the working groups, as they were held 
on different days of the week and he had expected 
most council business to be held on a Wednesday. 

“I feel like a spare part because I’m not taking part 
in the working groups,” he added. 

Councillor Turner commented: “We need to change, 
there’s no doubt about that. Working groups are an 
excellent idea, we use them all the time at district and 
county. The key is, not everyone has to attend every¬ 
thing. Tonight, we’ve got a full council here. Why? 
It could be a lot less members making decisions to 
take to full council.” 

He added that the council needed to prioritise its de¬ 
cisions, saying that they kept “piling on work, and 
piling it on, and piling it on without looking at any 
cumulative effect”. 


The town clerk added: “A lot of the discussion is 
not about the objectives, it’s about other things so we 
need to re-focus ourselves. We’ve got to focus on 
how, when all these things hit us, we deal with them, 
and when we make decisions the consequences of 
those decisions. We sometimes make relatively minor 
decisions but the consequences of those decisions are 
quite significant. 

“Of that list of objectives, most of it we’ve deliv¬ 
ered or are delivering but there’s no recognition of 
that. There’s recognition of the negative but not the 
positive. As an organisation we need to start focusing 
on the positive as well as the negative, because it 
grinds people down. If people just focus on negative 
all the time, heads go down, morale begins to drop. 

“That’s where we are getting to. All these things that 
are coming up are now beginning to impact on our 
ability to deliver the objectives you gave to us.” 

It was agreed to look closely at the list of objectives 
and priorities with a view to moving some of them 
further into the future. 

False alarm for lifeboat crew 

LYME Regis lifeboat crew launched last Wednes¬ 
day night after a member of the public reported 
a speedboat in possible difficulties a short dis¬ 
tance outside the harbour. 

Two men aboard the speedboat were found to 
be fishing and in no difficulty. The incident was 
recorded as a false alarm with good intent.

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City teens swap West London for West Dorset 
to help grieving process after friend's murder 


A GROUP of teenagers from London visited Lyme 
Regis over the weekend to help with the grieving pro¬ 
cess following the murder of their friend in July. 

Former Woodroffe School pupil and youth worker 
Zoe LeVeque led the trip back to her home town with 
33 inner-city teens affected by the death of 17-year- 
old Fola Oreyibi, who was stabbed in the neck on Por- 
tobello Road in Notting Hill, West London, in July. 

The group stayed at The Hub youth club and en¬ 
joyed a weekend by the seaside, including a fishing 
trip with Lyme skipper Harry May and other fisher-

men, during which they released white balloons out 
to sea in memory of Fola. 

At the time of the tragic murder, Zoe was working 
with the charity Urban Partnership Group (UPG), 
which aims to promote safety and build the health and 
wellbeing of the community in the London Borough 
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of Hammersmith & Fulham. 

UPG are delivering the first health youth commu¬ 
nity champions project on The Edwards Woods Es¬ 
tate in West London, working with 14 to 19 year olds 
on the estate to promote leaders and role models 
within their social groups. 

“Just as the project was launching tragedy struck 
the closely knit community in and around the Edward 
Woods Estate, which is overshadowed by the White 
City Westfields shopping centre,” said Zoe. 

“On the evening of July 3rd 17-year-old resident 
Fola Oreyibi was brutally attacked and stabbed in the 
neck on the famous Portobello Road. Many people, 
including several of his close friends, witnessed the 
immediate aftermath of the horror, with members of 
the public rushing to his aid before the emergency 
services arrived. They were unable to save Fola. 

“The death of Fola sent shock waves across London 
and has devastated his loving family and wide circle 
of adoring friends. He was loved by all on the estate 
and known locally as a good, sensible boy who en¬ 
joyed school and loved to play football with his little 
brother Bakola.” 

Fola was an A-level student with aspirations to at¬ 
tend university and study accounting. A talented 
young footballer, who also loved maths, he studied 
at West London’s Holland Park School and then 
moved on to The Chelsea Academy. 

Zoe added: “The summer holidays were approach¬ 
ing fast and many of the young people had already 
broken up after exams. There were obvious concerns 
around safety and community tension. Often when 
serious youth violence occurs, both victim and al¬ 
leged perpetrator groups are from part of the same 
local neighborhood. 

“As we were already involved with a youth project 
on the estate we requested to respond specifically to 
the event, targeting Fola’s close friends. UPG re¬ 
ceived some additional funding from Hammersmith 
and Fulham Council and Public Health and so we 
began our memorial group. 

“We have been able to support the young people 


with weekly specialist youth work sessions and grief 
counseling from a child psychologist. Enabling the 
young people to come together once a week under the 
guidance of a professional team of staff to work 
through the trauma of the evening of July 3rd 2016.” 

During the weekly sessions, the teenagers planned 
their trip to Lyme Regis, as well as a music fundrais¬ 
ing event to be held in West London later this year 
headlined by a top grime artist. Money raised from 
the event will go towards the creation of a special gar¬ 
den on the estate in Fola’s memory. 

“We felt it was important to keep them focused on 
positive ways to honour their friend, whilst support¬ 
ing them through a very difficult and protracted 
grieving process,” Zoe added. 

“The destination for our trip was inspired by my 
love for the town, having spent my teenage years liv¬ 
ing there. I attended The Woodroffe School which I 
loved, and feel blessed to have been able to enjoy 
such a carefree, safe youth in beautiful surroundings. 
Lyme is a bit magical I think. 

Commenting on how the trip went, Zoe continued: 
“The trip was a great success, the young people had 
an amazing time that was both fun and reflective. 

“The weather was brilliant and we managed to get 
out on the boats with Harry May and other boats, in¬ 
cluding the Frances Jane, Kracken and Sunbeam. We 
let off our balloons and even caught a couple of 
mackerel ! 

“We met the Mayor which was really cool and 
would like to say thank again Diane Earle from the 
Hub for having us. 

“Having worked so closely with this group from the 
start of this ordeal, my collegues and I have gained 
huge respect for them. They are not the stereotype of 
kids one would assume to become affected by knife 
crime. 

“The way they have supported each other and 
Fola’s family, especially his little brother, has been 
very moving. The bravery and strength of character 
every one of them has shown in the face of this horror 
has been humbling to witness.”

A CHARITY swim made a splash in Lyme Regis over 
the weekend.

I well remember the story last July 
when 17-year-old Fola Oreyibi was bru¬ 
tally attacked and stabbed in the neck.

above its weight; that is certainly 
true.

this. It is argued that decisions are 
not made at such meetings but 
there is certainly discussion taking 
place which I believe should be in 
the public arena. 

It would also help if new council¬ 
lors acquainted themselves with 
what a town council can and can¬ 
not do before they weigh in with 
suggestions and new ideas that 
very often puts a much greater 
burden on the town clerk and his 
staff. 

Just saying... 


As part of these sessions the group 
planned their trip to Lyme. This newspa¬ 
per had nothing whatsoever to do with 
organising the trip. In fact, we knew 
nothing about it until last week when we 
were contacted by a former Woodroffe 
School pupil Zoe LeVeque. who works for 
a charity which aims to promote safety 
and build health and wellbeing in the 
London borough where Fola lived. Her 
father and I go back a long way and I 
would imagine he is very proud of the 
career path Zoe has chosen. 

Zoe brought the 33 youngsters back to 
her hone town and by all accounts they 
had a wonderful time. 

The Hub kindly agreed to accommo¬ 
date them, they met the Mayor, Owen 
Lovell, which they thought was a very 
"cool" experience and went out fishing 
with boatmen Harry May and some of 
his fishermen friends from whose boats 
they released balloons in memory of 
their much missed pal. 

Zoe wrote to us afterwards saying what 
a brilliant time they had had, thanking 


the people of Lyme Regis for their kind¬ 
ness. She said the kids had enjoyed an 
"amazing experience". 

I could not have been more chuffed 
that these inner city kids, traumatised by 
what is too common a tragedy in Lon¬ 
don, had discovered some comfort and 
kindness in the town in which I am privi¬ 
leged to live. 

When in London I am often asked 
where I live and invariably when I say "a 
little town on the borders of Devon and 
Dorset" they reply:"Ah Lyme Regis." And 
they often follow this up by saying:

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The fight to halt badger 
culling in West Dorset 


AS the Department of Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs announce additional licenses to cull badgers 
in West Dorset, the Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWF) is 
showing its objection to the plans and supporting 
broadcaster Simon King’s petition for there with¬ 
drawal. 

Mr King, The Wildlife Trusts’ president emeritus, 
is calling on the government to stop expanding the 
badger cull across the county and DWT are urging as 
many people as possible to sign it. 

DWT has already started a vaccination programme 
on its nature reserves in areas which are close to its 
livestock in West Dorset and is concerned at the 
prospects of disturbance to badger populations that 
culling is known to bring. 

Dr Simon Cripps, DWT chief executive, said: “As 
owners of livestock ourselves, we have every sympa¬ 
thy with farmers who lose cattle as a result of bovine 
tuberculosis, however, culling badgers is not the way 
to solve this problem and the government know it. 

“Dorset’s wildlife and our county’s farmers are both 
too important for government to be issuing this wrong 
and ill-conceived advice, and so deserve better. Not 
only is government not giving advice based on sound, 
credible science, they are building up expectations 
that this could succeed and causing serious divisions 
within communities. 

“Through the petition we are calling on government 
to stick to evidence based decisions, to stop wasting 
public money on something that performs no public 
service, and to give genuine support to the farming 
industry and wildlife by implementing a cattle vac¬ 
cine - cattle are already vaccinated for up to 16 other 
diseases - and associated trade agreements just as 
other countries have done. 

“There is overwhelming support from rural and 
urban communities for stopping this cull and the bad 
advice that needlessly perpetuates it.” 

The additional licences for badger control will

cover parts of Herefordshire, Gloucestershire, Corn¬ 
wall, Devon and Dorset and are part of the govern¬ 
ment’s 25-year strategy to eradicate the disease. 

Farming minister George Eustice said: “Our com¬ 
prehensive strategy to eradicate bovine TB in England 
is delivering results, with more than half the country 
on track to be free of the disease by the end of this 
parliament. 

“Bovine TB has a devastating impact on farms, 
which is why we are taking strong action to eradicate 
this disease, including tighter cattle controls, im¬ 
proved biosecurity and badger control measures in 
areas where the disease is rife. 

“The veterinary advice and the experience of other 
countries is clear - we will not be able to eradicate 
this disease unless we also tackle the reservoir of the 
disease in the badger population as well as cattle.” 

The Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs reports that bovine TB costs taxpayers 
£100million every year and England has the highest 
incidence of the disease in Europe. 

It states that in 2015 alone, over 28,000 cattle had 
to be slaughtered in England to control the disease, 
causing devastation and distress for farmers and rural 
communities. 

Nigel Gibbens, the UK’s chief veterinary officer, 
said: “Action to prevent infection of cattle from sig¬ 
nificant reservoirs of TB infection in local badger pop¬ 
ulations is an essential part of the government’s 
25-year strategy to eradicate bovine TB in England. 

“Proactive badger control is currently the best avail¬ 
able option and the licensing of further areas is nec¬ 
essary to realise disease control benefits at regional 
rather than at local levels.”

He is now hoping to raise £30,000 for the 
charities Raise Your Hands supports by "going 
one better than Eddie lzzard"and completing 
a 1,000km run around the UK - the equivalent 
of 27 marathons in 26 days - with the route 
taking in the head offices of 12 of the charities. 

The run has been broken up into sections, 
and Ed is asking anyone that has a passion for 
taking on new challenges, getting fit and 
meeting new people to join him for as much or 
as little as they like. 

Ed is now more than half way through the 
RYH1000 challenge, which started in London, 
and stopped off at the Kersbrook House bed 
and breakfast in Lyme Regis last week before 
setting off towards Cornwall the next morning.

POTS OF PIZZAZZ IN AUTUMN

DON'T worry if your summer containers 
are now past their best because you can 
perk up your pots with autumn plant¬ 
ings that will give you colour and tex¬ 
ture through the cooler months and 
beyond. 

There are two approaches to autumn 
and winter pots, says Jeremy Hall, group 
plant buyer for Squire's Garden Centres, 
which are holding workshops on how to 
create an autumn colour barrel on Fri¬ 
day, September 16. 

"If you are a tonal person and like 
things in harmony, a good way of doing 
that is to match the colour of the flowers 
to the colour of the foliage you are 
using. Lamium with silver foliage and a 
pink flower would look great with the 
silver foliage of cyclamen. 

"If you take an, 'I like it mixed' ap¬ 
proach and like rustic charm, heucheras 
are great at giving contrast of foliage. I'd 
probably use two colours of heuchera 
together - go for a burgundy type with 
a bright yellow one. 

"To get some flower colour in there, I'd 
use autumn flowering callunas 
(heathers) called 'Garden Girls', which 
come in a host of colours. Their buds 
swell, but never open, but they last ages." 


Other combinations he recommends 
include Ajuga 'Black Scallop' - very dark 
almost black foliage - planted with 
white mini cyclamen, or with the silver 
foliage of calocephalus. 

For a traditional autumn feeling try or¬ 
ange pansies and viola with Ajuga 'Bur¬ 
gundy Glow', which has a pink through 
to burgundy foliage colour. Alternatively 
go for a tonal effect by combining the 
ajuga with pink mini cyclamen. 

"Lamium 'Beacon Silver' is another 
great subject for tonal planting. Its silver 
foliage edged in green is a great foil for 
pinks and whites." 

Permanent plantings of acid-loving 
plants such as azaleas will require erica- 
ceous compost in the pot, but if you are 
just planting up your pots short-term to 
last from autumn to spring, a multi-pur¬ 
pose compost with added feed should 
suffice, he advises. 

Flowering plants such as pansies and 
violas which bloom in autumn become 
dormant in the winter months, but will 
re-emerge and flower again in spring. 

Other autumn and winter favourites, 
such as heathers, skimmia, ivy and other 
evergreens will give you at least some 
interest in the cooler months and if you 


plant some bulbs underneath them in 
autumn such as dwarf narcissi or mus- 
cari, they will add colour in spring. 

"In our autumn barrel, we are using 
the miniature daffodil 'Tete-a-tete', 
which is the most popular because it's 
small growing and produces three or 
four flowers from a single bulb from 
February onwards," Hall explains. 

"Bear in mind the height of the plants 
in the pot versus the flowering height of 
the bulbs you put underneath them. 
You can get a pleasing effect if you put 
tulips in which are clearly going flower 
above the height of other plants. But if 
they are too tall it will look crazy. 

"If you use a mixture of bulbs you'll get 
a succession of flowers. Muscari are our 
second most popular, which flower just 
after the dwarf narcissi." 

Plant hellebores in pots in the autumn 
and they should give you winter inter¬ 
est. "I'd recommend Helleborus niger for 
pots. 'Christmas Carol' flowers really 
early, as does 'Verboom Beauty'. They 
will flower just before Christmas if you're 
lucky and then right through to March. 
They prefer a slightly shadier location, 
but aren't really fussy about soil." 

Put more plants in your pots when au¬ 
tumn-planting than you do in summer, 
Hall advises. 

"As the day length is shortening and 
light intensity is not so great, the growth 


rate is much smaller and, other than a 
filling out, you won't get plants over¬ 
flowing like you do in summer." 

Good specimens for permanent con¬ 
tainers which will provide winter inter¬ 
est include Choisya ternata 'Sundance', 
which gives a fabulous splash of golden 
yellow foliage colour followed by fra¬ 
grant white flowers in mid-spring. 

If you want berries in winter, add Skim¬ 
mia japonica subsp. 'Reevesiana' to your 
display, a small, spreading female shrub 
with deep green leaves which produces 
clusters of bright red berries in winter. 

Ornamental cabbages are gaining in 
popularity as good breeding work has 
helped produce more compact plants, 
he points out. 'Curly Pink', 'Curly White' 
and 'Curly Red' are the most popular. 
They'll last up until Christmas, although 
the best colour comes from them when 
the nights are colder and are good com¬ 
bined with heucheras. 

Ornamental grasses such as pennise- 
tums are also gaining popularity, their 
seedheads giving soft, wispy movement 
to containers and will come back year 
after year. Combine them with violas, 
hedera and callunas for further colour, 
he suggests.

L YME Regis ArtsFest gets underway this 
weekend, opening on Saturday, September 
17th offering two weeks of exhibitions, 
open studios, workshops and special events. 

Although the annual festival does not start until 
this weekend, the event really kicked off in June 
when the first Arts Council supported installa¬ 
tions of the ArtsFest Sculpture Trail appeared. 

With more and more pieces added throughout 
the summer, the trail has already proved a pop¬ 
ular talking point and its success is set to con¬ 
tinue over the coming two weeks. 

These sculptures, many funded by local busi¬ 
nesses, epitomise how ArtsFest is delivering on 
the artistic ambitions of the Town Mill, with the 
festival is now closely associated, which aim to 
help to forge links between businesses, the local 
community and the artistic community, and to 
give those who might feel intimidated entering 
an art gallery an opportunity to engage with art 
in alternative ways. 

Specially-designed maps of the trail are avail¬ 
able in theTourist Information Centre and organ¬ 
isers are encouraging residents and visitors to 
complete survey about the trail on the ArtsFest 
website www.lymeregisartsfest.com to help find 
out whether there is demand to make this an an¬ 
nual event. 

This year's ArtsFest theme is "Identity" and has 
proven to be a potent stimulus for creating 
thought-provoking and moving works. 

A diverse range of 2D and 3D artwork on this 
theme by ArtsFest members and young artists 
from local schools and colleges will be on display 
in exhibitions at the two Town Mill galleries 
throughout the festival - this year extended from 
nine to 16 days 16 days in response to com¬ 
ments that exhibitions should run for longer 
given the amount of effort put into the works. 

To launch the theme, the artists were given a 
presentation on "Identity" with some ideas from 
established artists, such as Cindy Sherman's con¬ 
ceptual photographic portraits, Gilbert and 
George's "The Singing Sculpture", and images of 



the Japanese Decora street fashion community. 

The artists have interpreted the theme in vari¬ 
ous ways, some looking at themselves whilst oth¬ 
ers have been exploring the identity of a group, 
a particular community or a whole generation. 

An important part of this themed work is the 
supportive and mutually beneficial dialogue be¬ 
tween the artists and curators Phil Clayton and 
Sarah Thomas that developed from the project's 
launch through to the final exhibition, a concept 
first established by Christine Allison and Karol 
Kulik when curating the 2013 Arts Council 
funded recollection project. 

ArtsFest member Pat Campbell's artwork is 
called "My Worst Nightmare", which is about her 
journey following the diagnosis of an inoperable 
tumour on her spinal cord. Pat was surprised by 
the way people reacted to her illness, which 
made her question her own identity. 

Part of Pat's treatment involved 30 
sessions of radiotherapy, but 
what she hadn't been pre 
pared for was having to en¬ 
dure the claustrophobia 
of a head-shell, which 
had to be clamped 
down around her 
head during the J 
treatment. 

For her contribution 
to ArtsFest, Pat has 
used the head-shell 
as a tool to symbolise 
her character by deco¬ 
rating it and making it 
lookamusing and far less 
scary. This has been a posi 
tive antidote against the life 
threatening nature of her 
condition. 

Pat said: "The personality bursting out of the 
head-shell would, I hope, be saying something 
about me - that I don't want to be pitied or di¬ 
minished for having this condition because I'm 
much more than that."

Removing rotunda will 
not ease congestion 


■ I HAVE, as the sculpture trail cu¬ 
rator, passed the Rotunda on multiple 
occasions most days all through the 
summer. 

I would say my view is, therefore, 
informed by frequent observation. 

I have no axe to grind about 
whether it works architecturally (it 
does look in keeping with the clock), 
whether it works promotionally 
(being the Marine Theatre's main 
point of marketing), or whether the 
bus shelter is more guilty than the 
Rotunda. 

In fact, none of these considera¬ 
tions matter as much as the simple 
truth that removing the Rotunda will 
NOT remove the supposed conges¬ 
tion but it will introduce new risks. 

WHAT CONGESTION? 

I have observed that congestion only 
arises when a bus arrives. People 
waiting for the bus surge towards it. 
People wanting to get off can't get off 


until the others move back. 

Whether the Rotunda is there or 
not, the congestion will certainly 
continue to happen for that brief pe¬ 
riod. 

The cause of the congestion is the 
people - not the Rotunda. The period 
of congestion is brief - as the bus 
drives off, it's over. 

THE BOLLARDS 
THAT MIGHT FOLLOW 

To replace the Rotunda with two bol¬ 
lards (or similar to block vehicle ac¬ 
cess) would be to introduce a new 
public health risk. 

I would far rather have an above- 
eye-level obstacle (the Rotunda) re¬ 
maining than a below waistline 
obstacle (two bollards) in a locality 
where occasionally crowd surges 
continue to happen at peak times. 

Let's do something more important.

Flu jab dates at 
the Medical Centre 

Dr Simon Stockley, National Clinical Lead for Primary Care at 
Virgin Care, which runs Lyme Regis Medical Centre in Lyme 
Regis, Dorset says locals eligible for the free jab should take 
up the offer to reduce the risk of becoming ill over the upcom¬ 
ing winter months. 

Flu occurs every winter in the UK and is a key factor in NHS 
winter pressures, so it is vital that people receive their free NHS 
flu jab from their local GP surgery to protect themselves from 
the risk of serious illness. The annual NHS vaccination pro¬ 
gramme begins in September. 

Every year more than a quarter of people eligible for free 
NHS flu vaccination fail to get themselves vaccinated; Dr Stock- 
ley wants eligible patients in Lyme Regis to know they can re¬ 
ceive their annual jab easily, and for free, at their local GP 
practice. 

Dr Stockley said: "A flu vaccine is the best protection against 
Flu - an unpredictable virus which can cause unpleasant illness 
in children and severe illness and death among at-risk groups, 
including older people, pregnant women and those with an 
underlying medical health condition." 

Dr Stockley continues: "Flu is not simply a bad cold. It can 
make some existing conditions worse and can lead to other 
conditions such as bronchitis and pneumonia. Last year alone 
100 people tragically died of flu, which is why we believe it is 
important to get it done as early as possible." 

Locals can access the vaccine for free at their local GP prac¬ 
tice if they're in one of the at-risk groups, aged two to seven 
years old or over 65. 

Patients of Lyme Regis Medical Centre eligible for a free NHS 
flu jab, include: 

♦ Children aged two to seven on 31 August 2016 

♦ Primary school-aged in former government primary school 
pilot areas 

♦ Age six months to under 65 years with in clinical risk groups 
with serious medical conditions, such as and including asthma, 
diabetes, heart failure, neurological diseases, and those with 
a weakened immune system 

People will be able receive their jabs at Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre, Uplyme Road, Lyme Regis, Dorset, DT7 3LS with flu clin¬ 
ics being held on: 

• Saturday 24th September, 8.30am to 12pm 

• Saturday 1st October, 8.30am to 12pm 

• Saturday 15th October, 8.30am to 12pm 

The service is open Monday to Friday from 8am to 6.30pm.

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5 TIPS FOR MAKING DARK ROOMS LIGHTER 


1. Any room can be 
made to feel lighter sim¬ 
ply by painting the ceil¬ 
ing white, so it reflects light instead of 
absorbing it, and, of course, the walls too. Spe¬ 
cialist emulsions can help even more. Dulux 
Ultra White Matt emulsion (from £24.98 for 
2.5ltr, www.dulux.co.uk) is not only a really 
white white (unlike most pure brilliant white 
emulsions, which are off-white), it's also 20 
times tougher than standard Dulux emulsion. 
Most importantly, Ultra White contains special 
light-reflective particles that reflect up to twice 
as much light back into the room as standard 
Dulux emulsion. For soft, subtle colours, try 
Dulux Light + Space Matt emulsions (from 
£20.99 for 2.5ltr), which contain the same light- 
reflective particles. North-facing rooms are 
most challenging to decorate because the nat¬ 
ural light is cold. For this reason, avoid cold 
colours and stick to warm ones, such as yellows 
and creamy neutrals. 

2. One of the best ways to brighten up a 
kitchen is with pale - preferably white - high- 
gloss unit doors, as these bounce light around 
the room. High-gloss kitchens never seem to 
go out of fashion, so glossy doors are a great 
way to update the room and needn't be expen¬ 


sive. In any dark room, but 
especially kitchens and 
bathrooms, it's important 
to have good artificial lighting because you 
may need it on when it's light outside. 

3. In other rooms, consider going for glossy 
or mirrored furniture, and hanging mirrors on 
the walls - opposite a window will maximise 
the light coming in and make the room feel 
bigger. And don't forget the floor - white- 
painted floorboards, or shiny white floor tiles 
in kitchens and bathrooms, will help to bounce 
light around. 

4. Replacing, enlarging or adding windows 
can make a big difference to how light a room 
is, but it's an expensive and disruptive solution 
to the problem, and planning rules can restrict 
what you do. Changing the window treatment 
is usually much cheaper - swap fussy curtains 
for sleek roller blinds, for example, and you'll 
let in more light. 

5. Another radical solution is to remove a 
wall. Knocking two rooms into one usually 
gives the new room more windows and it may 
get sunlight for most of the day if, say, it's now 
both east facing (morning sun) and west facing 
(evening sun).

As the match continued Ewan Cham¬ 
bers landed a brace of sizeable corkwing 
wrasse which gave him the lead but was 
soon challenged by McMaster who an¬ 
swered with another corkwing followed 
by a sizeable shore rockling. 

Aaron Chambers eventually made it 
into third spot with a sizeable corkwing 
wrasse and positions seemed to be set for 
the match but a last minute capture by 
Ayers was just enough to edge him into 
the lead with a ballan wrasse of 349g, 
just 19g ahead of Ewan Chambers. 

Although Aaron Chambers had the 
greatest weight and number of fish (four¬ 
teen for 854g), fish achieving the An¬ 
gling Trust’s minimum size takes 


precedence over undersized fish so he at¬ 
tained a respectable fourth position with 
a sizeable weight of 152g. 

The junior section would like to extend 
their gratitude to the Stokes family who 
generously support this event with tackle 
vouchers for the winners, with thanks 
also going to the other sponsors on the 
day.

L YME Regis Gig Club un¬ 
dertook their first foray to 
London last Saturday to 
participate in the 29th annual 
Great River Race.

Time Out magazine de¬ 
scribed it as being 'less po- 
faced than the Oxbridge race 
and much more colourful'! 

The Lyme club took their two 
GRP gigs Revenge and Pros- 
perro - the newest addition to 
the fleet. 


Under slightly overcast skies 
and in choppy conditions both 
gigs got off to fantastic starts 
and stayed in the top half of the 
Cornish Pilot Gig class for the 
duration of the race.

Local athletes go for gold 


TWO West Dorset athletes will be going 
for gold this week when they compete in 
the Paralympics in Rio. 

Athlete Paul Blake will be looking for a 
double gold, particularly since his two 
biggest rivals, both Russians have been 
banned, whilst Holly Neill will be looking 
for a medal of any colour in the F41 Dis¬ 
cus. 

Neill from Chantmarle is first to com¬ 
pete, the 27-year-old scheduled for tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) at 9.40pm BST. She has 
two bronze medals to her name so far from 
the 2013 IPC World Championships in 
Lyon, France, and earlier this year at the 
2016 IPC European Championships held 
in Grosseto, Italy. 

Currently ranked in the top six, she will 
probably need to beat her current PB of 


23.76m set in Grosseto. 

Blake, a year younger, is one of the most 
consistent performers within the British 
ranks, winning multiple medals at IPC 
World and European Championships. 

Main rival banned 

He led by example at last year’s IPC 
Athletics World Championships where, as 
the joint captain, matched his performance 
from 2013, winning T36 800m gold and 
400m silver. 

With a silver in the T36 400m, and 
bronze in the 800m in London in 2012, he 
is hoping that with arch rival Evgenii 
Shvetcov banned, he can lead the field 
home in both distances. 

His races, straight finals, are scheduled 
for 2.15 pm BST on Friday (400m) and 
Saturday at 11.19 BST (800m).
